Vy) Moffett, chief of the 
naval bureau of aero- 
ws ri nautics, drove the 
C gold rivet into the 
So first ring of the ZRS- 
4 at Akron, Ohio, 
Nov. 7, last, he made Ohio the 
dirigible center of the world, plac- 
ing Friedrichshafen, Germany, in a 
secondary position. Few Ohioans 
realize this, but to us has come the 
leadership in dirigible construction, 
and it will stay in this country. 

The ZRS-4 and the sister ship 
ZRS-5 will be the largest dirigibles 
in the world. They will not be the 
last to be constructed, for develop- 
ments are expected to come fast 
within the next two years in the 
transpacific and transatlantic plans 
of the Goodyear-Zeppelin Co., 
Akron, and its affiliated companies. 
The Graf Zeppelin’s round-the- 
world trip was an educational one 
for both the Akron company and 
the public, as were the previous 
oceanic flights. 

Conjecture has it that the first 
of the navy’s ships, the ZRS-4 
will be placed in mail and passen- 
ger service between California and 
Hawaii, with an extension of the 
service to Japan, following a suf- 
ficient period of operation. Re- 
gardless of whether either of the 
ships for the navy will be placed 
in civil operation, either over the 
Pacific or Atlantic, there will be 
other -of these giant rigid ships 
constructed for this service. 

Friedrichshafen was  synony- 
mous with Zeppelins. In five years 
such will no longer be the case. 
It will be Akron. The first step 
toward this end was taken in 1923 
when the Ohio company secured 
rights for full rigid ships from 
the Lutschiffbau-Zeppelin, Fried- 
richshafen, Germany. The second

step came when the Goodyear-Zep- 
pelin company secured Dr. Karl 
Arnstein, chief engineer of the 
company, and 12 other expert 
engineers from the same source. 
This nucleus of a technical staff 
from The Zeppelin constructing 
nation, has been kept at Akron 
since that time, and important ad- 
ditions made, until, there is no 
staff equal to it in the world. 

England moved too late in her 
construction of the R-100 and the 
R-101. The American ships will 
be approximately 35 per cent larg- 
er than either of these two light- 
er-than-air craft. Neither has it 
the experienced engineers, which 
America was able to obtain from 
Germany.

Again, England was _ out-ma- 
neuvered by the oceanic trips and 
the round-the-world trip of the 
Graf Zeppelin, much of the details 
of which were dictated by the 
American representatives. While 
the two English ships were being 
constructed and made ready for 
trial flights, the German ship made 
the actual flights. Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ner wrote himself indellibly into 
the pages of aeronautical history.

pounds; Graf, 258,000, and the 
Los Angeles, 153,000. 

Maximum speed, ZRS-4, 83.8 
miles per hour; Graf, 80 miles per 
hour and the Los Angeles, 73.1 
miles per hour. 

Range, without fueling at 50 
knots cruising speed, land miles 
ZRS-4, 10,580; Graf, 6125, and the 
Los Angeles, 4000 miles. 

The first trial flight of the 
British R-101 was made from 
Cardington, England, on Oct. 14, 
last. The ship is the outgrowth of 
the British airship development 
program, which includes the con- 


. struction of the R-100, which is 


not a sister ship, both of 5,000,000 
cubic-foot. The gross lift of the 
R-101 is approximately 150 tons, 
or 300,000 pounds. Her length is 
about 732 feet, diameter, 132 feet 
and height, including control cabin, 
about 140. The length diameter 
ratio is 5% to 1. The ZRS-4 has 
1,500,000 more cubic feet, is 785 
feet in length overall, 132.9 maxi- 
mum diameter and has a height 
overall of 146.5 feet. 

The passenger accommodations 
of the R-101 are located on two 
decks inside the ship on the bot- 
tom portions of bays 6 and 7 and 
7 and 8. The upper deck has an 
area, exclusive of promenade, of 
5550 square feet. The lower deck 
has an area of 1730 square feet, 
which can be increased by the 
means of side wing decks to 4000 
square feet. 


—=. 
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With very few oan the two 
dirigibles being constructed by the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin can be convert- 
ed into carriers of 100 passengers 
with much comfort. Plans for 
facilities to carry 75 passengers in 
either of the ships have been 
drawn and are ready for use at 
any time. 

In the case of either ship being 
converted into a _  100-passenger 
carrier there would be a total deck 
area of 12,000 square feet, of 
which each stateroom, for two per- 
sons, uses an average of over 70 
square feet. The promenades and 
corridors would have a total length 
of about 900 feet, and an average 
width of five feet, while about 
3500 square feet would be used 
for public compartments such as 
lounges, dining salons and smok- 
ing rooms. 

In the R-101, the useful load was 
sacrificed because of certain ex- 
periments. Cabins for only 52 
persons have been fitted.

In the interests of accuracy I 
would like to make the following 
remarks on Mr. Chamberlain’s ar- 
ticle “All About Lindbergh” in 
that issue: 


(1) Lindbergh visited Portland, 
Oregon, on September 14 and 15, 
arriving there the 14th and not 
the 13th. 


(2) He arrived at Oakland, 
Calif., on September 17th, not the 
16th. 


(3) The El Paso cachet was 
used only on September 24th, not 
on the 25th. 


(4) The statement about the 
death of the governor of Tennes- 
see is misleading as it implies that 
Lindbergh did not stop at all in 
that state—he cancelled his visit 
to Nashville but did visit Mem- 
phis and Chattanooga. 





(5) Lindbergh visited 19 for- 
eign cities on his southern tour 
in addition to a number of small 
towns on his hunting trip in 
northern Panama, not 17 as the 
article states. 


(6) This is the first time I have 
ever heard that Columbus came 
over in the Mayflower—though I 
know many who claim their an- 
cestors did. 


(7) The following cities did not 
use CACHETS but specially print- 
ed envelopes: Havana, Schenec- 
tady, Albany, Lindbergh (Ken- 
tucky), Madison, Springfield 
(May 20-21, 1929). 


I shall be glad to have you pub- 
lish these corrections. 


I do not mean to criticize the 
article as I thought it was a very 
fine one, but I do think the errors 
should be rectified.

Heretofore it has been impossible to procure an album for keeping 
entire original covers in a satisfactory and practical manner, in a way 
that would permit of quick, permanent and easy mounting of covers 
in the album, quick and easy change when rearrangement were neces- 
sary, changing without injury to either the album page or the cover. 
Mounting that would display the entire cover, both front and back with- 
out as much as a pin point being covered up or hidden from view. An 
album that provides at the same time, ample space for notes, lettering 
or clippings of interest, relating to the cover. Ample space for this 
purpose is provided both for the face of the cover and for the back of 
the cover which frequently tells a story as interesting as the front. 


Air 


The idea in the construction of this album is covered by an appli- 
cation for a patent. The idea is practical, it is the first and only album 
for this purpose that has been offered the collector of covers that will 
permit a complete and easy display of his collection. 


Realizing that many covers which are kept are of little value it 
has been our object to produce an album as low in price as possible. 
With this thought in mind, several different books have been made and 
discarded until today we believe we have produced a book that, consid- 
ering all angles is about the best that can be done. A more expensive 
album could be provided for those who wish to pay for it but our first 
object was to produce something that would meet both the approval and 
the purse of the vast army of collectors of covers. Something cheaper 
could be offered but it would lack the feature of being entirely satis- 
factory. If a dollar and a half or two dollars must be paid for a book 
of this sort, a bit more will permit of having a book that will meet the 
approval of any collector. 


The binder is a three ring binder of good quality, pages are of a 
fancy grade of light brown stiff paper. In a ring binder the pages will 
of course lay flat. Throughout the book the pages alternate in form. 
Between each two full complete pages is a skeleton page with two 
tongues. In placing covers in the album the left end of the cover is slit 
or clipped with shears, the cover is then slid over one of the tongues. 
In turning the pages of the album, you take hold of the full pages and 
turn them over which flops over the tongued page holding the cover. 
Thus you have either the front or the back of the cover in view. On 
the opposite full page you place clippings or notes referring to the cover. 
With each album is provided a sufficient number of cloth washers for 
placing about the ring holes in the pages. By the use of these wash- 
= a considerate handling of the album the pages will wear indefi- 
nitely. 


Pages are 8' inches wide by 11 inches high. A complete album 
will hold 80 covers, besides a vast amount of clippings, pictures and 
information which can all be arranged in a form that will make your 
collection an interesting display.

Mrs. J. W. Lundy, P. S. S. No. 
274, and secretary of the Phila- 
telic Plate Number Association, 
writes: “I feel I must add my vote 
in this ‘State or City’ listing con- 
test. My vote is absolutely for 
STATE listing. A city without 
the State is meaningless, almost 
as bad as a first name of a man 


and no last name. We already 
have two  Portlands.” Editor’s 
note: There are now three Port- 
land’s: Ind., Maine, and Oreg.; 
two Springfield’s—Mass. and 
Ohio; two Jackson’s—Mich. and 
Miss.; two Newark’s—N. J. and 
N. Y.; two Westfield’s—Mass. and 
N. J.; (also Mitchell, M. D., the 
cataloguer; and Mitchell, Ss. D., 


the buroprint!)—facts that I dis- 
covered quickly from my personal 
arrangement of stock, catalog, and 
collection.

Albert L. Jones, of Wabash, 
well-known leading specialist in 
the general precancels of Indiana 
and an ardent buroprint collector, 
writes: “Now a word as to the 
relative merit of city or state 
listing. We will admit that the 


man who collects B. P.’s_ exclu- 
sively will find the plan of list- 
ing by cities somewhat more con- 
venient than the listing by states. 


Fresno, Calif. 


And I think you will admit that 
the collector of other precancels 
as well as B. P.’s finds it an aw- 
ful nuisance to have them listed 
by cities when the standard cata- 
log lists them by states. This re- 
solves itself then into the ques- 
tion: Are there more collectors of 
B. P.’s exclusively than of B. P.’s 
and other precancels too? Prac- 
tically every collector of precan- 
cels includes some B. P.’s at least 
in his collection. Besides general 
collectors the specialists in states 
or groups of states, the coil, the 
new series, the rotary press, and 
the fractional specialists, ete., in- 
clude at least some B. P.’s in their 
collections. Also, I find that most 
collectors of bureau prints after 
collecting them a while enlarge 
the scope of their field to include 
all the precancels from their fav- 
orite state, or city type coils, or 
some favored denomination. This 
being the case, I think if we had 
any way to check we would find 
that those who collect buros and 
other precancels together greatly 
outnumber the collectors who 
confine their activities strictly to

F. Henry, ardent buro fan 
of ‘Knoxville, Tenn., writes: I 
drove my car to Atlanta, Ga., on 
September Ist last and spent a 
week on the trip.

-—Which information is about as 
definite and convincing as some of 
the recent pre-crash tips on the 
stock market. 


“ADMIRAL COCHRANE” 


By Kenneth Bicking 


Thomas Cochrane by birth was 
an Englishman. He was born in 
1775 at Annsfield, Lanarkshire. 

It seems very peculiar that an 
Englishman’s picture should be 
shown on a stamp issued in Chile. 
But, if you read on and learn some 
of the ways he helped the Chilean 
government you too will approve 
of the idea. 

Cochrane’s father ruined him- 
self financially by experimental 
work, his father being a scientist. 
He was educated by the village 
minister and schoolmaster. 

Later he took voyages on his 
uncle’s ship on which he made 
rapid advancement. He was later 
put in command of a government 
ship and sailed for the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. 

His enemies in England prevent- 
ed him from making a very great 
advancement in the royal navy. 

In 1818, he accepted the invi- 
tation of the Chilean government 
to rebuild their navy. He went to 
Chile and put the old Chilean fleet 
into the best possible condition. 

In 1820, he saved San Martin’s 
army and recaptured many of the 
Chilean cities from the Spanish. 

Chile showed its appreciation by 
placing Cochrane’s picture on the 
10p of the Chilean 1910 commemo-- 
rative issue.

PIONEER FLIGHT COVERS 


Believing our readers will be in- 
terested in a short description of 
many of the so-called Pioneer 
Flight Covers, we will from time 
to time give such information con- 
cerning these early covers. 


PIONEER NO. ONE 
Garden City, Long Island 


The first official air mail trans- 
portation in the United States was 
from the Nassau Air Meet to 
Mineola Post Office (a distance 
of six miles) on Sept. 23, 1911. 

A U. S. Post Office Station was 
established at the Garden City 
Estates and mail was flown twice 
each day, except one, until Oct. 
lst, inclusive. 

A special cancellation stamp was 
provided containing words “<Air- 
plane Station No. 1” and a total 
of 43,217 pieces of mail dispatched, 
and it is believed that Earle L. 
Ovington, the first Airplane Mail 
Carrier appointed by the P. O. De- 
partment, was the pilot who flew 
all of this mail. 


A single line rubber stamp bear- 
ing words “Aerial Special Dis- 
patch” was also applied to these 
items. 

First day pieces are quoted from 
$50.00 up and later days somewhat 
less.

DUERRENSTEIN 





The picturesque, old castle of 
Duerrenstein is depicted on the 16 
groschen of the late 1929 issue of 
Austria. It was in this castle that 
Richard the Lion-Hearted was 
kept prisoner in 1192. He had 
quarrelled with Duke Leopold 
while on a crusade and was forced 
to cross Austria on his return to 
England. He was recognized by 
a ring which he wore and was 
turned over to the duke who im- 
prisoned him at Duerrenstein. His 
whereabouts were unknown in 
England and had it not been for 
the faithful minstrel, Blondel, he 
might have remained a prisoner 
for the rest of his life. Blondel 
wandered about the Austrian cas- 
tles, singing the first verse of a 
song which he and Richard had 
learned in boyhood. Finally he 
reached Duerrenstein and when 
he heard the second verse sung 
from within the castle, he knew 
he had found the king. Richard 
was ransomed for an enormous 
sum which amounted to about one- 
quarter of his entire wealth. 


PHILATELIC ATHLETICS 


When the Olympic games were 
revived, Greece commemorated the 
occasion by issuing a set of stamps 
which bore the designs of ancient 
athletes. Some stamps, issued in 
the past five years by Hungary 
and Netherlands, picture modern 
athletes in action. On the Hungari- 
an set one can see a skiier, des- 
cending a snow-covered mountain 
slope; Hikers out on a camping 
trip; fencers, thrusting and parry- 
ing; a diver, his well-poised body 
descending to the water; a game 
of soccer in full sway; and a track- 
man going over the hurdles. The 
Netherlands contribute to the 
sporting picture, a yacht in full 
sail, a poised shot-putter, and a 
boxer in fighting pose. The pos- 


session of these two sets should 
increase the collector’s interest in 
philately. 





KARELIA 


In 1922 a queer looking stamp 
was issued for use in Karelia. The 
popularity of the set was small be- 
cause of their scarcity. Karelia 
had for centuries been governed 
by Russia. When the Czar and 
his government was overthrown, 
the province became a _ republic, 
and, later, a member of the Soviet 
union. It is bounded on the west 
by Finland, on the east by the sea, 
and on the south by Leningrad 
province. Due to its unfavorable 
climate only 0.3% of the land can 
be used for farming and it is very 
seldom that the crops have a 
chance to ripen. Commerce is 
hindered in the winter months, the 
rivers and lakes being frozen from 
180 to 200 days each year.

MORE METERED MAIL 


Mr. W. O. Markham of Mineral 
City, Ohio, submits a metered mail 
cover from the Postage Meter 
Company which bears in addition 
to the meter mail mark, an adver- 
tising slogan “Adhesive Stamps 
are Out of Date.” 

J. M. Rix of New York, sends 
a metered mail cover with a com- 
bination of two imprints for the 
“2c PAID” mark. Similar im- 


prints in combination of 2c and 10c 
have also been shown. 

Enclosed in the letter to Mr. 
Markham is an elaborate circular 
descriptive of the Metered Mail 
machine and it is quoted at the 
price of $75.00. This alone should 
be sufficient answer to the state- 
ment “Adhesive Stamps are Out 
of date”. It will be a pretty heavy 
user of postage stamps to figure 
that he can afford a meter ma- 
chine and since probably the bulk 
of all letters that go through the 
mails come from the general pub- 
lic rather than from large business 
houses it is not likely that a meter 
mail machine will ever become as 
familiar in the home as a radio. 

The only thing the meter mail 
machine can do to postage stamps 
is to lessen the number used and 
consequently make them more val- 
uable. Therefore we are glad to 
say—More Power to Metered Mail. 





TOP OF THE WORLD 
CANCELLATION 


Mr. A. E. Koestler of Portland, 
Oregon, who supplied the informa- 
tion about the queer situation of 
Plush and Blitzen as printed on 
page 134 of Linn’s Weekly for De- 
cember 28th, has sent covers to 
bear out his statements. The cov- 
er from Plush to Blitzen took 11 
days for the 45 mile trip while that 
from Blitzen to Plush made the 
trip in 5 days. 

Mr. Koestler calls our attention 
to another similar situation. 

Kaibab Forest, Arizona, and 
Grand Canyon, Arizona, are 11 
miles apart yet mail must travel 
1025 miles through four states to 
cross from one side of the Grand 
Canyon to the other. The letter 
travels through Arizon, Utah, Ne- 
vada and California. 

An interesting cancellation is 
also described by Mr. Koestler, it 
is from Tennessee Pass, Colorado. 
This office uses a two inch circu- 
lar cancellation with wording as 
follows: “The Top of The World— 
Elevation 10,242 ft.—D. & R. G. W. 
R. R., Tennessee Pass, Colorado.

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REMITTANCE STAMPS 
PROPOSED 


An entirely new series of semi- 
postal stamps are begged of the 
Post Office Department in an arti- 
cle by Edward P. Shurick in a re- 
cent issue of “Advertising and 
Selling.” The stamps are _inci- 
dental to a new system of mak- 
ing small remittances which Mr. 
Shurick submits for adoption and 
would have a redemption value at 
the Post Office, a franking value 
of 2c and a money order fee all 
included in their face. 

The disposal of stamps used in 
making remittances has long been 
a problem to mail order dealers. 
The government objects to re- 
deeming postage stamps because 
they say it would invite looting 
of post offices and petty thievery 
on the part of business employees 
who handle stamps. The sugges- 
tions in this article overcome the 
governmental objections. 

Briefly, the proposed system en- 
tails the issuance of an entire new 
series of stamps and envelopes for 
this purpose only. These stamps 
or stamped envelopes would be 
sold over the counter in the regu- 
lar manner entailing no extra 
bother for the sender. Say a cus- 
tomer wished to send 50¢c by mail. 
He would buy a 50c remittance 
stamp or envelope and pay 53c for 
it. Two of the 3c would go for 
postage, le for the money trans- 
fer fee, and 50c for the remit- 
tance. The sender then places the 
stamp on the envelope writing his 
name and address in the lower 
left hand side and sends it, with- 
out additional postage, to the 
dealer. The recipient before cash- 
ing the stamp must have a per- 
mit, much like the mailing permit. 
When he has accumulated $10 or 
more of these stamps he stamps 
his permit number in the upper 
left hand corner of the envelope 
and initials each cover. They are 
then cashed by the Post Office and 
everybody is happy. 

Big business was’ powerful 
enough to bring about the C. O. D. 
return envelope, they may very 
well be powerful enough to bring 
this new set into our albums. 


LOCAL CLUB 43 YEARS OLD 


The Bridgeport Telegram of 
January 11, contains a three col- 
umn halftone picture of the officers 
of the Bridgeport Stamp Club and 
a brief history of the forty-three 
years activity of this local club. 
One of the interesting parts of 
this article is the information that 
a club member had willed his 
stamp collection to the _ local 
stamp club, this collection is said 
to have been sold for $55,000. 
Such a plan of endowment for 
local or National Stamp Clubs is 
one that should receive careful 
consideration of club members.
